Tt ix not considered a shreach of 
vbhqnetle te enter the absent shepherd’s 
dwelling when passing by and make free 
with the victuals, which are generally stored 
away in camp evens for protection from the 
blow-ilies, A rummage among his Looka, 
often discloses a motley collection, such 
as ou vovel of Ouida, » ragged and 
torn copy of ** Boccaccio,” Layard's “Nine- 
veh," a stray volume of Dickens or 
Shakespeare, or an English History,- with 
4% pile of ancient newspapers and ‘ pen- 
ny dreadfuls,” probably bought by weight 
during his last visit to the township. The 
walls are covered with lists of stores, shoep 
killed or lost, sad reflections on solitude, 
rainy daya, the state of his finances, sinall 
Witticisms, ur a rough attempt at drawing. 
Tho mailman, who with o pair of mules 
serves the stations round for many miles, 
cones and goes once every ten days, 
Weather permitting; not that a fluoded river 
«ra gale of wind stops him, He carries 
letters and messzges, . brings in all the little 
wants and luxuries whieh Jessen the shep- 
herd’s cheque very materially—such as 
clothes, bouks, pipes, tobacco, and papers, 
Lattles of whisky and rum are often stowed 
away in suine snug corner of his capacious 
anddle-bags, to be left bohind some appoint- 
ed flaxbush or in the hollow of a “ private” 
trée until Jack or Tom eomes stealthily up 
for his property. He is a. welcome 
guest at any , table, and retails all 
the, litest gossip from town or station, 
or, when in a géod -humour, ins 
some wonderful “yarn” ‘of misdéed 
or adventure of the road. Sunday is a 
blessed day in camp, a day not of absolute 
laziness but rather of loafing, There is a 
guod breakfast-when the couk is well sup- 
plied; all lend a hand to ‘stack the fire- 
wood, prepare tho “duff,” or cut up a 
sheep. The tether-ropes’ are stretched 
across the trees, the blankets and rugs aro 
bronght out te be sunned, every man turns 
laundress, does his weck’s washing before 
the sun is high, repairs the damages to his 
gannents, smokes and reads or writes his 
letters.
